services the oral method is employ- 
ed exclusively, and the adult deaf 
are unable to follow the sermon of

A glance at the papers of other 

European delegates shows that the 
societies of the deaf iii the ( )hl 
World are disorganised, helpless 
and dependent, without any respect 
or lufluenoe, and it also shows that 
schools, churches and deaf teachers 

have been swept away by oralism, 

and the language "f the Abbe de 

l'Epee is but a phantom of the 

nigllt. Even President (iallaudet, 
the intellectual Hercules of the 
Combined System, was submerged 
in the sweeping tide of oralism at 
(he late World's Congress in Paris. 
Tin oralists have one SUgUry of 
success in their lav or, in that thev 
arc united and live With a 

subsidised press, while the advo 

cates of" the combined system are 
al discord .-nnong themselves and 
infatuated with a do nothing pnliev , 

fondly imagining that thev could 
say to the combined influence of 
wealth and prestige of the oralists, 
'• Thus far shall thou go, bul no 
further." The oralists care nothing 

for the protests of the deaf , as the 

proceedings of the Paris Congress 
clearly indicate. They will not be 
Satisfied until they have swept aw.iv 
the sign method in its entirety and

Ten years ago we had nothing. 
To day we own property worth 
CIO, 000, and we owe no debt what- 
ever. I am here to day not only to 

rejoice with you because of the 
many blessings which Almighty Cod 
has bestowed on you, and to assist 
in an intelligent administration of 
the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, 
but also to receive your alms on be- 
half of the (iallaudet Home for 

Aged ami Infirm Deaf-Mutes in the 

State of New York, which was to- 
tally destroyed by tire on the nighl 
of Pebruray lSth lasl. It took the 
Rev. Dr. Calluadet 28 years to 
build up that Home, and now at the 
age of 78 years he hopes to ic-build 
it before he dies. Several of the 
inmates are blind as well* as deaf 
and dumb, and all are at present 
living in rented premises. Our 
hearts go OUl in sympathy to Dr. 

Gallaudet. I am glad you are go- 
ing to help him, and although your 
offering may tie small, if you give it 
in a right spirit accompanied by 
your prayers, it will be as accep- 
table in the Bight of Cod, and will 
do as much good as if the amount 
was very much large.

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The accurate forecasting of the 
weather by means of the bubbles in 
a OUp Of Coffee is now an established 
fact, says an English magazine. 
All that is required is a cup of 
coffee, sonic milk, and a few lumps 
of sugar. After adding milk in the 
ordinary way, if a few lumps of 
sugar arc gently dropping into the 
cup, the fixed air in the sugar rises 
to the top in small detached bubbles.

Already novel features and 
schemes for attractions at St. Louis 
fair of 1903 are being planned. One 
of these that has already been an- 
nounced will be a mammoth watch. 
It will lie on Its back, have a polish- 
ed metal case, just like an ordinary 
watch, and tie so large and roomy 
inside that people will be able to 
walk around in it among Hie mov- 
ing wheels. It will be ^nearly 
seventy-five feet high, with neat 
little stairways running all about 
in it and all the wheels properly 
protected for safety. The balance 
wheel will weigh a ton, and the 
hair spring will be as thick as a 
man's wrist. It will take about 
two minutes for the balance 

wheel to swing around and back 
again. It will lie pivoted on two 
enormous agate blocks, substitutes 

for diamonds, and will be made of 

brass. One of the greatest difficul- 
ties will be in getting a balance 
spring of the size and strength and 
that can stand the strain and be 

elastic. The mainspring of course, 
will be an enormous affair some- 
thing over 800 feet in length, and 

made of ten spring steel bands two 
inches thick bound together, as 
it would be impossible to move so 
large a piece either in thickness or 
length. The projector of the enter- 
prise claims, of course, that the 
scheme has an educational side. 
Those who visit the watch will be 
give instruction with practical illus- 
trations on the care of the watch 
QnideS will point out and. name 
every part, with its use and its pro- 
portionate movement. The watch 
will be wound by steam regularly 
at a certain hour during Hie day. to
